Bombs fall accidentally 


Peach Springs, Airz. (AP) — An 


Air Force let fighter accidentally 
dropped four live bombs on an un- 
inhabited area of an Indian reserva- 
tion Thursday, authorities said. 


The bombs exploded upon impact, 


but no one was injured and there was 
no property damage, according to 
Sgt. Jim Dowd, public information 
officer at Nellis Air Force Base in 
Las Vegas. Hualapai Indian police 
said they thought a plane had 
crashed on the reservation when the 
bombs exploded in the desert 17 
miles northwest of Peach Springs. 


Authority expanded 


Washington (DPI) - The Federal 


Energy Administration 
Thursday 


expanded its emergency authority 
over propane gas, adopting a new 
rule allowing allocation of the fuel 
within a state if a governor reports a 
critically uneven distribution of 
supplies. 


An FEA spokesman said the new 


rule was adopted because uneven 
supply patterns were threatening 
home heating and other "human 
need" propane supplies in some 
states while industrial users in other 
parts of the same states still had 
plenty of propane.

Washington — Federal Reserve 


Board Chairman Arthur F:. Burns 
said Thursday he disagreed with the 
timing and size of President Carter's 
economic program and signled out 
for especially sharp strictures the 
plan to give S50-per-person rebates 
on 1976 taxes. 


"As far as I can judge, the 


economy is improving on its own," 
the durable, crustily independent 
American monetary chief told the 
House Banking Committee. "It's not 
clear that any stimulus is needed at 
all."

Washington — Cecil D. Andrus, 


the new secretary of the interior, has 
declared that he will make sweeping 
institutional and policy changes to 
end what he sees as the domination 
of his department by mining, oil and 
other special interests and to make 
it responsive to environmental 
needs. 


Andrus said in an interview that 


he was going to break up "the little 
fiefdoms" into which he said the 
Interior Department had been 
divided for years. "The policy has 
been for the grazing interests to 
have their chunk here, for coal to 
have another chunk; lumber, 
mining, all with their own part of the 
department." 


Station destroyed 


Moscow (AP) — The Soviet space 


station SalyuM, launched more than 
two years ago and the home for two 
cosmonaut 
crews, disintegrated 


over the Pacific Ocean Thursday, 
Tass reported. 


The empty research station, 


probably no longer operable, was 
deliberately destroyed when it was 
moved by ground signal into earth 
atmosphere where it burned up, ac- 
cording 'o the Tass report. This is 
standard procedure for Soviet space 
stations which have outiived their, 
usefulness.

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Arms logjam break sought 


Washington (AP) — Secretary of State Cyrus R. 


Vance said Thursday he intends to explore with 
the Russians a mutual cutback in conventional 
weapons and arms sales as well as lowering the 
limit that the two superpower have tentatively 
placed on their nuclear arsenals. 


In his first interview since assuming office. 


Vance said a reduction of non-nuclear arms "is of 
critical importance" and "is the area where the 
largest amount of money is spent.'' 


Therefore, he said, while both the United States 


and the Soviet Union must "try to break the 
logjam" that has stalled completion of a new trea- 
ty restricting strategic nuclear weapons, his agen- 
da for his mission to Moscow in late March also 
will include "the broad subject of disarmament or 
arms reduction in the conventioinal arms area." 


One possible approach, he said, is to target 


areas such as southern Africa and the Middle East 
for pilot efforts to roll back arms shipments from 
the two world powers. 


In fact, Vance said, the Carter administration 


might consider taking "action ourselves to 
demonstrate leadership" in arms controls by 
reducing some sales unilaterally. 


But he stressed that the subject must be 


explored in depth before any decisions 
are 


W. Lincoln 
dog deaths 
investigated

The State Laboratory is 
performing 


toxicology tests to try to determine the cause of 
the deaths of two dogs belonging to a west Lin- 
coln man. 


Jerry Buskirk, 645 West B St., told The Star 


he has lost two hunting dogs in the past three 
weeks, both apparently poisoned by eating dead 
birds. 


City-County Health Department 
officials 


have determined that two pest control com- 
panies have been spraying in west Lincoln under 
contract for two different companies. 


The poisons being used have been commer- 


cial products, which are not likely to produce 
what is known as a "secondary kill." 


Jim Worthen, assistant state supervisor for 


the division of animal control, said that for a 
poisoned bird to produce a "secondary kill" in 
another animal, the poison would probably be 
strichmne or 10-80, a substance which has been 
banned for use in killing coyotes. 


Buskirk said one dog died Saturday after 


being outdoors for only 15 minutes. He said his 
son saw the dog eating a bird just a few minutes 
before it died. 


Worthen said "secondary kill" normally 


would not happen until after the dog had 
digested the poisoned bird, which would take 
more than an hour. 


The other dog died about two weeks ago, 


Buskirk said. The dog's frozen body was found 
several hours after death, taken to a 
veterinarian and bird parts were found in its 
stomach. 


Buskirk said in both cases the dogs frothed 


at the mouth and ran around wildly, exhibiting 
symptoms similar to rabies. Buskirk said he 
killed a cat in December which was behaving 
similarly". 


No other cases of poisoning have been 


reported in Buskirk's immediate nieghborhood. 
according to Dr. E.D. Lyman. health depart- 
ment director.

At the same time, he said, he hopes with Soviet 


leaders to find a way "out of the doldrums" that 
have plagued negotiations to mutually reduce 
military forces in central Europe. 


"I don't anticipate making any breakthrough at 


that time," Vance told reporters from The 
Associated Press and United Press International. 
"I think this will be the first discussions on a very 
difficult and very complex set of subjects. I would 
not predict any breakthrough at all." 


However, he said, approaching weapons 


problems "with flexibility" the two sides might 
be able to "come up with some new ideas" to deal 
with the complex weapons problem. 


Meanwhile, a Soviet commentator 
wrote 


Thursday that conditions are ripe for a Soviet- 
American arms reduction if Western leaders can 
resist pressure from hard-liners trying to under- 
mine detente. 


Alexei Petrov. news analyst for the official 


Soviet news agency Tass. noted that both Presi- 
dent Carter and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
had publicly expressed desires to forge a second 
strategic arms limiation agreement. 


Petrov said there were "no insuperable 


barriers" to negotiating a halt to the arms race 


but warned against forces in the West "represen- 
ting an aggressive foreign policy course. 


"These forces are considerable and they act 


energetically," they said. 


Vance said that in trying to make headway 


toward a treaty limiting strategic nuclear 
weapons the United States and the Soviet Union 
would try to resolve the problem of the American 
cruise missile and the Soviet Tupelov bomber 
known to the West as the Backfire. 
* 


For more than a year, negotiations have 


foundered over whether to include the two 
weapons in the 2,400 totals permitted each side in 
an agreement reached by former President 
Gerald R. Ford and Soviet Leader Leonid 
Brezhnev at Vladivostok in November 1974. 


Describing nuclear weaponry as "the central 


problem" to be taken up at the Kremlin, Vance 
said: "That is the subject that is already on the 
table and which I think we must address very 
promptly." 


In a striking departure from the "linkage" 


theory that guided his predecessor, Henry A. 
Kissinger, Vance said that pressing the Russians 
in one area, such as human rights, did not 
necessarily influence Soviet attitudes in another, 
such as strategic weapons negotiations. 


An accord in any area "would certainly improve 


the climate," Vance said. "But I think there has 
been an over-emphasis on linkage." 


Vance said he had personally approved a state- 


ment inviting Cuba to discuss a continuation of the 
1973 anti-hijacking agreement set to expire in 
mid-April. 


At the same time, Vance said, it would be 


"constructive" for the two countries, which 
haven't had normal diplomatic relations in 16 
years, to discuss the presence of an estimated 10,- 
000 to 15.000 Cuban troops in Angola as well as the 
export of revolution from Havana to other coun- 
tries. 


Vance said he had "no direct indication" from 


the government of Fidel Castro that it is prepared 
to enter talks. He said the Carter administration 
"has not come to any final conclusions" on how to 
proceed. 


On Panama, he said some "difficult issues" re- 


main to be negotiated in order to complete a trea- 
ty for future operation of the canal. The ad- 
ministration, he said, intends to undertake a 
broad campaign to explain the issues to the 
American people and to Congress, where Vance 
said he does not think opponents have enough 
votes to turn back the treatv.

Carter planning 
shortage probe 


Washington (UPI) — President Carter may have his own in- 


vestigators determine whether natural gas shortages are real or 
contrived Press Secretary Jody Powell said Thursday. 


That move would fulfill one pledge Carter made in his first 


"Fireside Chat" Wednesday night, and the President clarified 
another pledge by announcing he will not fire civil servants in his 
drive to reduce the federal bureacracy. 


Powell said Carter "seemed generally satisfied" with public 


reaction to his 25-minute televised address. By late morning, he 
said phone calls were running 244 to 5 in favor of the perfor- 
mance, and the telegram ratio was nearly identical. 


Discussing the energy crisis Wednesday night, the President 


said. "We will find out the difference between real shortages and 
artificial ones." 


Briefing reporters Thursday, Powell said Carter would 


decide "very soon ... I would guess within the next 10 days" on 
how to go about that.' 


The White House now gets all its energy data from federal 


agencies which, in turn, get their figures from the oil industry. 


"They have provided no information that would support the 


contention that there is a major withholding of natural gas," 
Powell said. 


"That is the only information we have. That is why we are 


making our own determination. 


"I repeat our determination to arrive at our own independent 


assessment." 


Some critics of the natural gas and oil industries allege com- 


paneis are withholding available supplies from the market in 
order to force prices up. Industry spokesmen deny this. 


Powell also said Carter was moving swiftly to make use of 


the emergency natural gas legislation he signed into law 
Wednesday, and met with pipeline executives Thursday morning 
to discuss'methods for shifting gas to shortage areas. 


On the federal employe issue. Powell siad Carter has Budget 


Director Bert Lance studying the matter of trimming govern- 
ment payrolls. But has "no intention to fire Civil Service 
employes." 


Instead, Powell said, "where vacancies exist, they will not be 


filled." 


In the "Fireside Chat," Carter said he would soon "put a 


ceiling on the number of people employed by federal government 
agencies so we can bring the growth of government under con- 
trol." 


In other actions Thursday: 
— Carter announced he will send former Defense Secretary- 


Clark Clifford to Greece. Turkey and Cyprus as his personal 
emissary on the Cyprus conflict. Dates will be worked out with 
those countries. 


— Powell said "there is r.o consideration" of withdrawing 


Carter's nomination of Paul Warnke to be his chief disarmament 
negotiator, despite considerable congressional opposition to 
Warnke. 


Senators ready to dilute last year's political disclosure law

Several senators Thursday said 


they are ready to chip away at the 
political accountability and disclosure 
law approved by the Unicameral last 
year. 


Sen. Richard Maresh of Milligan 


presented the Miscellaneous Subjects 
Committee with a proposal to exclude a 
host of candidates in smaller cities, 
counties and school districts from cam- 
paign reporting and conflict-of-interest 
disclosure provisions in the new act. 


Sen. Robert Clark of Sidney urged 


Maresh to increase the exemptions in 
his original proposal 


And Sen Orval Keyes of Springfield 


told the Milligan lawmaker that he 


might vote to "do away with the whole 
thing." 


If the committee would send such a 


proposal to the floor of the Legislature, 
Maresh replied. "I'd support that too." 


The 1976 law was approved by the 


Unicameral in response to the so-called 
"Sunshine Initiative" petition drive un- 
dertaken to write stricter provisions 
into law regulating campaign finan- 
cing, conflict of interest and lobbying. 


With enactment of the law. sponsors 


dropped their petition proposal. 


Marge Schlitt of Lincoln, speaking 


for Common Cause, the leading force 
behind the petition effort, urged the 
committee not to tamper with the new 
law until it has had a chance to operate.

Maresh's bill. LB240. was held for 


later action. 


The committee heard two other 


proposals Thursday and voted 5-0 to kill 
LB20. Sen. Wally Baraett's bill to per- 
mit municipalities to impose a limit on 
retail liquor licenses. 


That measure had been supported by 


the Lincoln City Council, whose limit 
has bet-n ignored by several rulings of 
the Slate Liquor Commission. 


Maresh's bill originally proposed dis- 


closure exemptions far city council 
candidates in mmmunities o? I'l.nw or 
less, tor county office candid^les in 
counties of iS.tW or less, and for srr."ol 
board candidates in school distnci? of 


5.000 or less. 


But the senator suggested higher pop- 


ulation limits based on statutory sub- 
division classes be approved by the 
committee to exempt more local of- 
fice-seekers.

discourage many people from seeking 
fiii'ire in Nebraska's smaller com- 
m-jnities.

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Congressional ethics rate 
near bottom, says survey 


Washington < A P ) — Pollster Louis Harris told 


Congress on Thursday that the public rates con- 
gressional ethics poorly and wants fuller financial dis-' 
closure, limitations on moonlighting and restrictions 
on ' slush funds " 


Harris summarized results of a new poll conducted 


for a House commission that is writing proposed new 
ethical standards. 


He said most voting-age citizens hold congressmen 


to a higher moral standard than they do for other peo- 
ple He also said they are unsure Congress actually 
will adopt tighter ethical rules. 


However, the panel released a separate poll of retur- 


ning House members that seems to indicate broad sup- 
port within Congress for widened financial disclosures 
and tighter rules on outside income. 


"The 
mood of this House has changed dramatically 


over the past few months," said Victor Fisher, the 
panel's survey director. "The members told us they 
were willing to take the lead on these issues." 


Results of the two polls were summarized in 


testimony before the House Commission on Ad- 
ministrative Review, which was set up in the wake of 
last year's congressional-sex scandals. 


A commission task force on Monday urged a set of 


tighter rules on disclosure and outside income, but 
proposed making them effective for the most part in 
the next Congress, which won't be seated for two 
years. 


Thursday, a panel of House Republicans urged im- 


mediate adoption of a parallel set of recommen- 
dations, including abolition of private office accounts, 
full disclosure and lower limits for speaking fees, a 
S15.000 yearly ceiling on outside earned income, and 
fuller disclosure of gifts and finances. 


Rep Lawrence Coughlin. R-Pa.. chairman of the 


House Republican Task Force on Reform, said. "We, 
as Republicans, believe we owe it to the American 
people to enact these reforms immediately and not 
wait for two years." 


The Harris poll was taken last Jan. 5-17, and covered 


a random sample of 1,510 Americans age 18 and over. 


Harris said they were asked to rate the ethics of 


those running 11 different kinds of institutions. 
Congress finished near the bottom: 


He said consumer action groups and television news 


tied for first with 66 per cent rating their ethics as 
high Newspapers followed with 63 per cent, the White 
House with 60, state governors 59, state legislators 58, 
farm organizations 56, local governments 55, Congress 
53, major corporations 45, and organized labor 34. 


Harris said 87 per cent agreed that "congressmen 


should be expected to maintain higher ethical stan- 
dards than other people," but only 48 per cent think 
tighter ethical rules will be adopted, and 35 per cent 
think they won't. 


He said 63 per cent agreed that both congressmen 


and their election opponents should disclose publicly 
all their financial holdings and income, something 
which is not now required. 


By a 54 per cent majority, they also agreed that con- 


gressmen "should devote full time to Congress," and 
that most said they were "bothered" when con- 
gressmen accepted large speaking fees from groups 
affected by the lawmakers' actions. 


Present laws allow congressmen to take up to $2,000 


per speech and $25,000 a year in speaking fees, and put 
no restrictions on outside income from legai fees or 
stock. 


Harris said he also found 57 per cent favored using 


government money rather than private money to pay 
for congressional newsletters to constituents, and 54 
per cent wanted government money used to pay for 
weekly trips home to stay in touch with voters. "It is 
clear that the people do not want private funds to be 
used to pay for the public's business," Harris said. 


In practice, many congressmen keep privately 


financed, unofficial o'ffice accounts, commonly called 
"slush funds" because they are not required to be dis- 
closed or audited, to pay for travel, newsletters, gifts 
and other allegedly official expenses. 


The poll of House members indicated that 150 to 175 


members may be keeping such funds, and that they 
range up to $60,000 a year with an average outlay of 
$7.395 per year. 


The House poll covered 153 of the 372 members who 


were in Congress last year and who- returned this year. 
It thus excluded freshmen, who were sworn in only a 
month ago. The poll was taken Jan. 4 through Jan. 19.

New snows fall as gas supplies move East

A new winter storm dropped snow on several 


areas in the Midwest and East on Thursday, as extra 
supplies of natural gas began moving toward the 
region to ease the energy crunch caused by the cold. 


The worst of the frigid weather seemed over in 


some areas, but the aftereffects lingered. Officials 
said plant closings and layoffs, now involving up to 
two million persons, could last until spring. 


Federal authorities worked to allocate natural 


gas according to areas where it was needed most, 
following enactment of emergency energy legisla- 
tion. 


Richard L. Dunham, chairman of the Federal 


Power Commission, said the gas transfer had 
already started. He said gas intended for Oregon and 
Washington had been ordered diverted to Transcon- 
tinental Gas Pipeline in Texas, which serves states in 
the East. 


Dunham said it should take only a few hours to 


provide a small amount of help to eastern states. 


The industrial cutbacks, caused by the curtail- 


ment of natural gas to businesses, will not be eased 
by the extra fuel since that will be used to supply 
high-priority customers such as homes and hospitals. 


The new storm was the result of a cold front 


from the Great Lakes into the middle Mississippi 


Valley. Pittsburgh; 
International Falls. Minn.; 


Cleveland and Youngstown, Ohio, and Fort Wayne, 
Ind., got an inch of snow Thursday morning. There 
also was light snow or warnings of flurries along the 
East Coast. 


In Buffalo. N.Y.. which was shut down by a bliz- 


zard a week ago, the easing of one emergency 
brought the beginning of another. 


A ban imposed Tuesday on nonessential driving 


was lifted Wednesday night and motorists created 
massive traffic jams Thursday morning. 


"People seem awfully reluctant to set up car 


pools." said John Meyer of the Police Traffic Divi- 
sion. "They could contribute by making personal 
sacrifices, but they're not doing it." 


The city picked up another two inches of snow 


overnight, but most retail outlets that had been 
closed all week reopened Thursday. 


Mayor Stanley M. Makowsky said he lifted the 


driving ban because of the cost of lost business. "I 
simply weighed the inconvenience to snow removal 
efforts against potential losses to individuals and 
business people." he said. 


National Fuel Gas Corp. said it had begun 


receiving an extra 30 million cubic feet of natural gas 
daily from Texas for Buffalo and may get more. 


"We're in good shape," said Louis R. Reif, the com- 
pany president. But he said no decision had been 
made about ending curtailments to business and in- 
dustry. The extra gas is designed to make up for syn- 
thetic gas lost due to the breakdown on Tuesday of a 
plant at a nearby oil refinery. 


American Embassy sources in Mexico City said 


Mexico will sell the United States 40 million cubic 
feet of gas a day at current interstate rates, starting 
Monday or Tuesday. 


Another boost for energy supplies came with the 


resumption of delayed barge traffic on the Ohio 
River. The final problems were solved Thursday and 
a spokesman for the Army Corps of Engineers 
reported that 400 barges — 150 of them loaded with 
fuel oil, coal or rock salt — were moving on the river. 


Th" emergency legislation passed by Congress 


allows interstate pipelines in the United States to 
temporarily buy some natural gas at higher rates 
prevailing in intrastate markets. 


.' Spokesmen for several utilities said, however, 


that they did no expect consumers' gas bills to in- 
crease sharply because of the higher prices.

Three loyal members of the council, known as

armed forces and head of security and was given 
more power just a month ago 


The statement said one reason the government 


could not crack down on the EPRP was the 
secret membership ol many senior officers in 
the underground movement. 


Ethiopia has been in a state of internal turmoil 


for years, with an attempted coup last July, 
executions of dissidents last November, 
assassinations, secessionist guerrilla conflicts in 
the north and constant infighting among military 
leaders. 


The statement said "imperialists" had been 


involved in Ethiopian affairs. It declared: "We 
will now join progressive Ethiopians who have 
raised their voice to say 'Down with im- 
perialists, down with bureaucratic capitalism 
and down with th<> PIA* " (the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Apcncy).

Young begins journey to Ignored continent' 


Zanzibar, Tanzania (AP) — Andrew Young 


began his campaign to forge new American links 
with black Africa on Thursday on an island 
famous in history as a center of the slave trade 
and the starting point of Stanley's search for 
Livingstone. 


The 44-year-old Young, America's first 


black U.N. ambassador, flew into the Tanzanian 
capital of Dar es Salaam. Then a charter plane 
brought him to Zanzibar, 23 miles off the East 
African mainland. 


He will spend the first three days of his 10- 


day African trip here, attending celebrations 
marking the merger of Zanzibar's political party 
with that of mainland Tanzania and meeting 
with several African leaders. From Tanzania, 
Young heads west across Africa to Nigeria. 


During the long flight trom London, Young 


talked about the reason that he — a leading civil 
rights activist and black-politician from the 
South — had accepted the U.N. post from Presi- 
dent Carter and undertaken the mission to 
"Africanize" U.S. foreign policy. 


"It's a continent that has been ignored for a 


long time." he said. 


He recalled that when he was a boy in New 


Orleans, victories by black athletes like Jesse 
Owens, Ralph Metcalfe and Joe Louis were 
greeted by dancing in the streets. 


"It's just a coincidence, but it's really great 


that this trip follows after the success of 
"Roots," he said. The television dramatization 
of "Roots," Alex Haley's novel about the search 
for his African forebears, had been a tremen- 
dous help in opening Americans' eyes to Africa, 
Young said. 


Young was greeted in Dar es Salaam by Tan- 


zanian Deputy Foreign Minister Isaac Sepetu 
and U.S. Ambassador James Spain. 


After continuing to Zanzibar, the Young par- 


ty drove into town under festive arches with 
slogans like, 'Our mother is the Afro-Shirazy 
Party, our father is the revolution." No events 
were scheduled for the first day. 


Zanzibar is now the world center of the clove 


trade, and the spicy scent fills the steaming air. 
But for centuries it was a headquarters of Arab 
slave traders who raided the African mainland 
for slaves and ivory. 


It was also from here that Sir Henry Morton 


Stanley, the Anglo-American journalist and 
adventurer, set out on orders from his New York 
editor to "find Linvingstone." 


Little had been heard of David Livingstone 


after he left to explore the central African lakes 
in 1866. Stanley set out for the interior of Africa 
in March 1871'and found the explorer at Ujiji in 
November, greeting him with the words: "Dr. 
Livingstone, I presume." 


Portugal ruled the island for two centuries 


until ousted by Arabs around 1700. In 1890 it 
became a British protectorate. Independence 
came in 1963. but after a year of bloody revolu- 
tion it united with Tanganyika on the African 
mainland to form the present nation of Tan- 
zania. 


On Friday, Young will tour the island and its 


groves of clove trees and white beaches. Then he 
will begin meeting with President^ Julius 
Nyerere of Tanzania and other Africanleaders 
scheduled to attend the week-long festivities. 


The conversations are certain to center on 


Rhodesia and fears that the deadlock in 
negotiations between the white minority govern- 
ment of Ian Smith and black nationalists may 


lead to an escalation of the warfare there. 


Black officials have reportedly told Young 


they are unhappy about British diplomat Ivor 
Richard's chairmanship of the Geneva con- 
ference on Rhodesia. They arc particularly un- 
happy that Rhodesian Prime Minister Smith 
rejected Richard's latest proposal. The Briton 
angrily declared the talks at an end. making any 
new meetings far more difficult to arrange. 


During a 14-hour stopover in London. Young 


met with Richard, in addition to British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland and Shridath 
Ramphal. secretary-general of the British Com- 
monwealth. 


Richard tried at the Geneva conference to 


get black nationalists and Ian Smith to agree on 
the makeup and time span for an interim 
government leading to a transfer of power from 
Rhodesia's 273,000 whites to its more than six 
million blacks. 


The talks collapsed after Smith rejected 


Richard's proposals, which called for a resident 
Briton to serve as head of state during the tran- 
sition. Part of Young's mission here is to discuss 
the possibility of reviving the Geneva talks.

m e m b e r s of Congress 
Thursday introduced a bill to 
decriminalize the possession 
and nonprofit sale of small 
amounts of marijuana. They 
urged President Carter to sup- 
port their effort. 


The measure was offered in 


the Senate by assistant 
Democratic leader Alan 
Cranston of California and Sen. 
Jacob Javits. R-N'.Y. Rep. 
Edward Koch. D-N.Y., in- 
troduced it in the House. 


Their bill would set a 


maximum civil fine of $100 for 
possession and nonprofit sale 
of one ounce or less of 
marijuana. Commercial sale 
would remain a criminal 
offense. 


In a letter to the President, 


the three sponsors said: 


"We urge your personal sup- 


port for the decriminalization 
of federal marijuana laws and 
request that, in the course of 
your administration's review 
of existing policy, every con- 
sideration be given to early ac- 
tion for reform of these laws 
and to the development of a 
comprehensive national policy 
on overall drug abuse in the 
United States." 


They pointed to FBI 


statistics showing that since 
1970. more than 2 million peo- 
ple have been arrested for 
marijuana offenses. 


And they cited a statistical 


analysis of arrests by state 
police, conducted by the 
National 
Commission 
on 


Marijuana and Drug Abuse, in- 
dicating that 93^ were for 
possession and two-thirds of 
those were for one ounce or 
less.

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Hints of leadership 
from the fireside 


It is little wonder that GOP National 


Chairman Bill Brock wants equal time 
for a Republican answer to President 
Jimmy Carter's first "fireside chat." 


The President put on one of his most 


convincing performances since he 
arrived on the national scene. It 
suggested that he might actually provide 
leadership that has been missing for so 
long in some of the critical areas. 


But Republicans are justified in 


pointing out that some of what Carter 
said Wednesday night many of them 
have been saying for a long time: that 
the government should cut down on 
needless regulation and the use of 
bureaucratese, that taxes should be cut 
along with some of the 
official 


perquisites and that American defense 
forces should be "strong". It was Carter, 
however, who added that the military 
should be "lean and efficient." 


But even as many Republicans have 


talked for a long time about such things, 
Carter is the one who now is in the posi- 
tion to try to do something about these 
and other problems. 


The energy problem may well be the 


toughest nut for him to crack. 


Convincing the American people, 


many of whom for so long have lived in 
the lap of luxury, squandering resources, 
living in houses and driving cars which 


are too big and energy-inefficient, and in 
other ways living as if there's no 
tomorrow, that there is indeed a 
tomorrow and that it may be a little 
more cold and inhospitable than today — 
that will not be easy. Nor will it be easy 
to wrench sacrifices from the powerful 
economic interests and force the money 
and brains elite to get serious about long- 
term solutions to the energy crisis. It 
seems that only exterior forces, such as 
Arab oil embargoes and 100-year 
winters, can get our collective attention. 


One of the chief problems is just 


that: we fail to perceive the threat. 


President Carter Wednesday talked 


about the spirit among the people which 
led to the defeat of the Axis powers. That 
threat was real. 


Will it be possible to engender a 


similar spirit to do battle with today's 
enemies? It may be difficult, because 
people do not picture declining energy 
reserves, inflation and unemployment as 
threats in the same league as Hitler and 
Tojo. even if ultimately their con- 
sequences might be devastating. 


Today's threats are real, too, except 


they may not be popularly perceived as 
such. That is why leadership is impor- 
tant. And that is why even a hint of it is 
so welcome. 


Human rights problem 


Forthright statements by the 


American government about the Soviet 
Union's treatment of its dissident sub- 
jects are bound to cause resentment in 
Moscow, Russian Ambassador Dot-rynin 
said recently. 


Dobrynin was responding to a State 


Department statement last week 
cautioning Moscow against intimidating 
or otherwise silencing dissident scientist 
Andrei Saktoarov, who has been 
threatened with arrest, and criminal . 
charges if he continues anti-Soviet ac- 
tivities. 


The Carter administration has re- 


emphasized its "commitment" to human 
ngnts and has warned it will "not back 
down" in support of Sakharov in 
response to the flap over the State 
Department's initial warning. 


The question, of course, is whether 


public statements about human rights 
pay 
off. 


The attitude taken by Moscow, as 


Dobrynin said, will be one of resentment 


at what they regard as interference by 
outsiders. 


Does it do any good for human rights 


in Russia or for Sakharov in particular if 
the U.S. demands tolerance of Sakharov 
and an enraged Kremlin, feeling 
violated, drags him off in chains to show 
who's boss? 


When the U.S. Congress tried to tie 


trade advantages for the U.S.S.R. with a 
relaxation of emigration policy for 
Soviet Jews, Moscow quickly curtailed 
th'e number of.Jews allowed to leave the 
Soviet Union. 


The difficulty in the path of those 


pursuing the cause of human rights is in 
knowing when and how to publicly apply 
pressure without hurting the individuals 
they are trying to help. 


They are not always successful in 


striking the proper balance and the 
tragedy is that chances for success will 
never be good when dealing with 
something as inherently rigid, dogmatic 
and evil as the Soviet system. 


A reader we'll miss 


We never met Anna S. Schoenleber, 


who died Wednesday at the age of 88. But 
from her many letters to The Star over 
the years, we think we know something 
about her, and it seems to us her life was 
full as well as long. 


Mrs Schoenleber always seemed to 


communicate the feelings of pride, love 
and gratitude when she wrote of her 
family, the farm home near Walton, her 
rural'churclT and the activities at her 
retirement home and the way the elderly 
there are treated. 


She liked to draw .comparisons

Washington — Hamilton Jordan oc- 


cupies the southwest corner office of 
the White House Executive Suite — 
Gen Alexander Haig's old command 
post in the Nixon days It used to loo(t a 
little like the English library in 
"Upstairs-Downstairs"; now it has all 
the tidiness of an unmade bed. The con- 
trast is worth noting. 


There has always been something 


about the White House that makes you 
want to whisper and tip-toe, but it has 
sort of a busy informality now. Jor- 
dan's work-room is a comfortable 
creative mess: wood Jire in the 
fireplace, black briefing books 
scattered on the floor before the fire, 
unpacked cardboard boxes on the side. 


Jordan works in a corner of this 


room, pounding away at Carter-knows- 
what on an electric typewriter. He has 
a tiny secretary with a broken leg in a 
cast. When she rings him on the phone, 
he picks it up and says "Yes, Ma'am." 
He is a recklessly handsome man, with 
a set of teeth like a piano keyboard, 
dressed in a pair of dark-blue slacks, 
loafers, and a tieless open blue shirt. 


So what? So we have a new deck of 


cards playing the old game. Jordan's 
answers to questions are as casual as 
his dress. His secretary looks as if she 
were dreaming of Georgia and would 
never willingly go North again. He 
looks like a man who has come to stay. 


The transition hasn't been as bad as 


he thought, he says. Not all that 
different from the days "when Jimmy 
was governor." He doesn't define his 
job — says he's not quite sure yet what 
it is. but there is a lot of work to do, and 
they have a lot of goals. 


Such as? Well, he says, you'd have to 


get on a long flight with "Jimmy" from 
New York to California to hear him out 
on that. Jordan, Jack Watson and the 
other young White House aides are ob- 
viously having a little trouble about 
how to address the new Skipper. "Mr. 
President" seems too formal. "The 


Jam«s 


Governor" is out of date and a little 
confusing. And "Jimmy" sounds dis- 
respectful if not downright cheeky. 
Maybe we'll have to compromise and 
call him "President Jimmy," Jordan 
says, without much enthusiasm. 


Jordan notes some differences in 


Carter. He is more willing to delegate 
authority now »hsn when he was gover- 
nor. 
He used to try to do too many 


things himself, Jordan says, and get 
bogged down in detail. Now he will rely 
more on his cabinet and permit a 
"sense of competition" among his 
White House staff, but "no spin-over" 
if they start undermining one another. 


Was there a danger in all this talk of 


"moral principles?" If the new Presi- 
dent insisted on "openness," on never 
fiddling with the truth, on the ideal of a 
"higher morality," would he not en- 
courage undue expectations and be in 
deep trouble if he violated these higher 
standards? 


, Jordan replied that maybe the Presi- 
dent was inviting people to expect too 
much, though he noted that Carter was 
careful to amend his promises and call 
for sacrifice. But "he'd never let 'em 
down" on two things, Jordan said: "On 
integrity and competence." Maybe 
there was no political advantage in 
working to see that a "retarded child" 
was 10 or 15% better off four years 
from now. for the parents might not 
notice or even vote, but Carter cared 
about these things and would try to 
deliver on his promises. 


They would make a lot of mistakes, 


Jordan said — already had in their 
relations with Tip O'Neill, the new 
House speaker and the new Senate 
majority leader, Robert Byrd of West 
Virginia — but no president in recent 
years would be quicker to consult and

correct mistakes on the Hill than 
Carter. 


It will take a while for those White 


House staff members to work out their 
relations with one another, with the 
cabinet, the Congress and the press. 
Jack Watson, for example, has the dual 
job of being secretary to the cabinet, a 
private and highly confidential assign- 
ment, and representing the President 
to the governors, mayors and other of- 
ficials in the states, a visible and public 
job wherever he goes. How to put these 
two together? 


The President says he wants all his 


aides to talk to the Congress. He is even 
thinking about opening his cabinet 
meetings to the press, and having his 
cabinet appear before the Congress in 
occasional "question hours," as in the 
British House of Commons. Later, this 


town-meeting approach to the nation 
and the world will probably be 
amended, but for the moment, there is 
something fresh and exciting around 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. 


Carter doesn't just talk about the 


cold weather, but is off to Pittsburgh in 
a helicopter to talk to the people about 
their problems. He doesn't philosophize 
about giving Vice President Mondale 
work to do, but ships him off around the 
world. The Georgians in the White 
House are young, available, self- 
confident, self-critical, eloquent, and 
even witty. 


In short, there may be an energy 


shortage in the country, but not around 
the White House. Jack Watson con- 
ceded here the other day that he was a 
little confused about his calendar, 
because "there are no weekends" - 
nothing to gauge one day against the 
other in a seven-day week. 


Yet the paradox here is that there is 


so much activity with such a sense of 
having time to spare. Before Fritz 
Mondale went off to London, the Presi- 
dent invited the British ambassador, 
Sir Peter Ramsootham, to the White 
House for a talk. Sir Peter had another 
date at the time, so the President in- 
vited him to come around later at his 
own convenience. The air of relaxed 
friendliness is not only a symbol but a 
fact. 


Nothing like this has been seen in 


Washington since the early days of the 
New Deal, when any idea out in the 
town seemed to get to the President 
within a few hours. Same thing now. 
Carter has his team in a full-court 
pi-ess, and you can expect plenty of tur- 
novers, but at least the capital is alive 
and jumping, even in"the cold. 


You don't even have to cross the 


River Jordan to get into the promised 
land of the Oval Office. For the time 
being, but probably not for long, all 
doors are open.

'A plundering tiger and her savage cubs' 


London — It is to be hoped that An- 


drew Young, President Carter's am- 
bassador to the United Nations, will- 
learn during his current first official 
visit to Africa something more about 
the facts of the southern African situa- 
tion than has been reflected in his re- 
cent statements. 


He told Dan Rather in a CBS televi,- 


sion interview late last month that the 
only way he could "justify" Cuban 
military intervention in Angola was the 
presence of South African forces there. 


If he bad stopped in London en route 


to Africa, he could have learned that 
Cuban troops were fighting in Angola 
two months before South African 
military forces intervened. 


This disclosure was made in a special 


report on the Angolan civil war by 
Robert Moss, editor of "Foreign 
Report," a confidential weekly of the 
Economist, one of Britain's most 
reputable' publications. 


The" report, published in the Sunday 


Telegraph, was based on several- 
months long, in-depth investigation of 
the Angolan situation by Moss and four 
of the Economist's correspondents. 


Presumably similar information 


must have been available in the State 
Department and/or the Central 
Intelligence Agency in Washington. 


The report reveals the extent of 


Soviet and Cuban military- intervention 
in Angola which secured the victory 
early last year of the Moscow-oriented 
communist-led Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola (MPLA), 
although the latter lacked the support

of a majority of the Angolan people. In 
fact, they represented only about 30% 
of the black population. 


Before his departure for Africa, 


Young was reported in the British 
press to have discounted the danger of 
communism and Soviet domination in 
southern Africa. He was quoted as 
saying "most colored peoples of the 
world are Hot afraid of communism." 


He may learn differently from Zam- 


bian President Kenneth Kaunda, one of 
the 15 black leaders he will meet on his 
African trip. Following the communist 


Kingsbury

victory in Angola, Kaunda referred to 
Russia and its Cuban puppet soldiers as 
a "plundering tiger and her savage 
cubs." 


According to the Moss report, the 


Soviets had been deeply involved in 
Angola since 1960. Moscow began ship- 
ping arms to the MPLA in 1964. The 
flow was greatly increased in 1974 after 
the military coup in Lisbon that set the 
scene for the decolonization of Por- 
tuguese Africa. 


"The Russians' motives were far 


from ideological," the report said. 
"They were after oil,' diamonds, 
minerals — and naval bases." 


The report quoted UNITA (one of 


several 
anti-commUnist liberation 


movements in Angola) sources as 
claiming that the Soviets concluded a 
secret treaty with the MPLA in 1969 un- 
der which Moscow promised continued 
support in return fora pledge that if the 
MPLA gained control of the country. 
Russia would be allowed to establish 
naval bases in Angola. 


The report added that during the 


height of the Angolan conflict, the pro- 
communist forces outnumbered the 
anti-communists by 10 to 1 in weaponry 
and there were 10 times as many Cuban 
troops as South Africans. 


However, Moss contends that the 


communists won not because of victory 
on the battlefield but because the 
United States failed to deliver suf- 
ficient war supplies to the UNITA 
forces. 


Claiming that the American 


"capitulation" led South Africa to pull 
out its forces, Moss said that the United 
States and some of the neighboring 
black African governments had 
previously "begged" South Africa to in- 
tervene in Angola to counter the Soviet- 
Cuban intervention. 


The Moss report concluded that two 


factors were chiefly responsible for 
Castro's decision to send his troops 6,- 
000 miles across the Atlantic to fight 
for the Russians in Angola. 


First. "The Cuban invasion was en- 


couraged by the belief that the 
Americans, after Vietnam, Watergate, 
and the witch-hunt against the CIA, 
were in no shape to respond effectively 
to communist aggression. The second 
was that the Cubans were confident 
that, if they ran into real trouble, their 
Russian sponsors would not allow them 
to fail." 


Asserting that the South Africans 


"came within a hair's breath of 
securing a total military victory for the 
anti-communist black movements of 
Angola," the Moss report said why, vic- 
tory was thrown away is the most com- 
plex story of all. 


"But the most damning factor was 


the failure of nerve in Washington," 
meaning the Congress.

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North Platte canteen 
was legend' to GIs 


North Platte (AP) - More than 300 letters 


from 43 states have poured into North Platte 
since Charles Kuralt's segment of the CBS 
television program "Who's Who" featured the 
city's World War II canteen Jan. 25. 


The letters were all addressed to volunteers 


from this west central Nebraska railroad and 
agricultural community who donated time, 
food and money to the canteen. 


Mrs. Edna Neid, Jessie Hutchens and Rose 


Loncar, three of the originators who were in- 
terviewed for the program, have been sorting 
through the mail and organizing the letters by 
state. 


In releasing the content of some of the letters, 


the women did not release the identities of the 
individual writers. 


The CBS program, and an appeal by Mrs. Lon- 


car to hear from all the men and women who 
saw the show and remembered stopping at the 
canteen, have obviously jogged the memory of 
some of the persons served. 


The canteen provided hot meals and entertain- 


ment to more than 7 million persons passing 
through North Platte on troop trains during its 
4'4 years of operation at the Union Pacific 
depot. 


One man from Villa Park, 111., wrote after 


seeing the program: "I was fortunate to stop in 
the North Platte Canteen on a number of oc- 
casions from 1942 to 1946. 


"Each time we'd visit the food-filled station, 


and it warmed my heart to no end. I knew that 
when the story appeared on "Who's Who" I 
would shed a couple of tears just remembering 
the kindness shown to us. I believe its time for 
me to thank you. Waiting 30 years may seem like 


a lazy man's way . . . but it's better latethan 
never." 


Several letters credited the canteen staff with 


lifting the morale of the U.S. troops. Typical of 
these was a letter from an ex-GI who heads a 
store planning and merchandising consulting 
firm in Rutherford, N.C. 


"The stop in North Platte on the long trip from 


New York to San Francisco caught us by sur- 
prise," he wrote. "We went wild with the food 
you ladies dished out." 


A woman from Manchester, N. H., whose un- 


cle was killed in the Battle of the Bulge, wrote 
the canteen workers asking if they had met the 
man she never knew. 


The "TV show gave me goose bumps," she 


said, "to know you people did so much. I think 
the show made people stop and think about what 
has happened to all the soldiers who did serve 
their country. Thank God there were people like 
you backing them up." 


The CBS program brought back memories to a 


man in 'Bala Cynwyd, Pa. He wrote: "I am 60 
years old but I can still remember as if it was 
yesterday — the whistle of the train, a half of a 
lifetime ago, we . . . found a group of kind and 
generous people waiting for us. 


"Your little group became a legend in the 


Pacific. I heard all about the 'happy stop in 
North Platte' on camps in Hawaii, Okinawa, 
Korea and Japan." 


A postcard from Dixie College in St. George. 


Utah, signed simply "Sally, Kandi, Bruce and 
Maurice." summed it up: "None of us were on 
those trains but we wanted you to know that a 
whole generation loves you." 


Escapee who built new life 
in Omaha could be extradited 


Olympia. Wash. (AP) - 


Gov. Dixie Lee Ray is con- 
sidering a request that a man 
who built a new life in Omaha. 
Neb., after walking away from 
a work-release program 5!a 
years ago be returned to 
Washington. 


Corrections officials want 


the governor to ask that 
Edward Raymond Little be 
extradited from Nebraska. 


He was convicted of writing 


a S40 check on a closed bank 
account in 1987. At the time, 
any bad check larger than $25 
was grand larceny — a felony. 
Little's parole file indicates he 
may have written more than 
S200 in bad checks but was 
charged only for one. 


Little walked away from a 


state work-release program in 
Seattle in 1971. 


Duayne 
Trecker. 
a 


spokesman for the governor, 
said the Little case raises the 
question of "how far you go to 
return a guy who has no other 
record than a $40 bad check." 
He said the case would be 
reviewed "very closely." 


Little's Omaha lawyer, Mike 


Kinney, said Little. 41, has 
been employed as a truck 
driver, has settled down with 
his family in Omaha and has 
had no brushes with the law 
during his three years in 
Nebraska. Little is free on $200 
bond awaiting his fate. 


"The benefit, if any, of 


taking this man back to 
Washington at this time in his 
life is sorely outweighed by the 
catastrophic disruptions and 
heartbreak which will result." 
Kinney said in a letter last 
week. 


On the other hand, hundreds 


of man-hours have been spent 
in the quest for Little in 
several states, and to grant 
him freedom might encourage 
other prisoners to flee, say law 
enforcement officials. 


"If the state is not going to 


bring escapees back, the 
prisoner is going to figure he 
has got nothing to lose by es- 
caping. He might as well go 
over the walls," an FBI agent 
said. 


Power plant hearing postoned 


Grand Island (AP) — The Nebraska Power 


Review Board has indefinitely postponed 
hearing arguments from the Great Plains 
Power Agency for reconsideration of the agen- 
cy's application to build a power plant. 


Power Agency attorney Earl Ahlschwede 


said Wednesday that the power agency asked 
for the delay until after the review board 
makes a decision on the Nebraska Public 
Power District's application to build a second 
Gerald Gentleman power plant.

NPPD has offered to sell surplus power to

Ahlschwede said. The outcome of NPPD's 
application may well affect the power agency's 
proposal to build a coal-burning power plant to 
serve the two cities, he said.

Plymouth - Less than four years ago, Dennis Molzer had a 


one-man welding operation in his grandfather's barn. That was 
also 10 employes and a dozen successful products ago. 


Home-grown agri-industry would have to dig to find a more 


classic example than this enterprising 30-year-old. His Molzer 
Manufacturing Co., located just three miles from the place 
where he grew up, turns out farm equipment which is shipped to 
eight states.

Beginning with liquid fertilizer and gasoline supply tanks, 


the ODeration really started rolling with the changing shape of 
hay bales. Feeders and movers for round bales became over- 
night successes, followed by similar equipment for handling the 
even heavier stacks. 


Among other items produced are chisel plows, combine 


header adapters, dual planter hitches, corral panels and 
custom-built gooseneck trailers. All were designed by Molzer, 
who learned his first welding techniques in a Beatrice High 
School shop course. 


"We just kind of build what the people want," said the 


young owner. "Lots of other companies are building the same 
thing, hay feeders for instance. But some are high-priced and 
some are" cheapies, while we aim for the middle." 


Adding three employes a few months after his start, Molzer 


moved from the barn to a steel building in town formerly owned 
by another small industry, Wasserman Wood Products. That 
firm has since closed. 


Molzer's experience also includes four years in the Navy 


and welding under three different employers. He said he hardly 
dares to think of success like that achieved by his last boss, Lan- 
doll Mfg. Co. of Marysville, Kan. 


"There were only three of us working at Landoll s when I 


began what turned out to be seven years making gooseneck 
trailers for them," he said. "They now have more than an

Inspection 
cost called 
'exorbitant* 


Nebraska farmers may 


receive 9.4 rents less a bushel 
for their grain because of the 
tremendous costs of the new 
federal grain inspection 
system, according to Robert L. 
A'nderson, vice president of the 
Nebraska Grain and Feed 
Dealers Association. 


Anderson will present 


testimony on behalf of 812 
grain elevator operators from 
Nebraska before the House 
Agriculture Committee Friday 
in Washington. 


Anderson is concerned over 


four cost factors: 


— Supervision costs assessed 


to the trade for inspection, 
weighing and other tests at 
both export and domestic 
elevators. 


— Additional record-keeping 


costs. 


— Demurrage costs assessed 


to rail cars while grain awaits 
federal inspection or reinspec- 
tion. 


— Discounts resulting from 


federal reinspections of wheat. 


Anderson described the total 


cost as "exorbitant." He es- 
timated the annual cost to 
Nebraska farmers at $9,178,- 
875. based on grain sold in 
Nebrask, subtracting the grain 
used to feed livestock within 
the state. 


"The cost to wheat farmers 


in Nebraska would be $2,125,- 
000 a year," he said. 


Anderson estimated the cost 


of the record-keeping require- 
ment alone at 1.3 cents a 
bushel or an annual blow to the 
state's economy of $4,773,015.

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Radio program 
in Spanish only

On Friday nights, a weekly half-hour radio 


program begins here — somewhere in the collec- 
tion of over 200 records belonging to Ms 
Beatrice Gonzalez George, 530 S 1st 


Ms George, who was born and raised in Lin- 


coln, returned to this city about two years ago 
She now works for the advisory board of the 
Development Center for Hispanic Affairs 


Before she returned to Lincoln, Ms George 


lived in New York City for 20 years While in 
New York, she listened to stations that played 
Latin American music 


She didn't know it then, but those stations 


would help prepare her for what she now does 
every week — program a radio show for Lin- 
coln s 2,000 Spanish-speaking citizens 


The radio program began four years ago, 


when Stan Porras, director of the Nebraska 
Mexican American Commission, Larry Walklin, 
KRNU general manager, and Peter Mayeux, 
KRNU program director decided to reserve a 
tirneslot dedicated to the Spanish folk heritage 


Several have produced the program since 


then Ms George and Norma Cantu a UNL 
English instructor, took over the program in 
September 


The program, at 903 on the FM band, 


always opens with Joan Baez s "De Colores a 
folk song that many Mexican Americans have 
adopted as the theme for the Chicano rights 
movement Ms Cantu said the song is often used 


in church services Her father often sang it as he 
returned home from mass 


Everything from the program s beginning to 


its end is m Spanish, Ms George said — 
everything except the words "University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln" in the station identification 


Ms Cantu and Ms George read public ser- 


vice announcements pertaining to Spanish- 
American interests notices of meetings infor- 
mation about pamphlets from different govern- 
ment agencies and dance dates 


Throughout the program, the women in- 


tersperse the music with proverbs from the 
Spanish folk culture — sayings like "Recondar is 
vivir" (To remember is to live), "Lo bueno dura 
poco" (Something good lasts for a short t'me; 
and "El que no oye consejo no llega a viejo ' (He 
who is deaf to advice will never grow) 


The program uses music from all Latin 


American countries 


In each culture, the music has its own 


flavor, the result of pronunciation and rh^hm 
differences Ms Cantu said Spanish music is m 
fluenced bv the flamenco beat of the gvpsies 
Cuban music relies on flutes and congas Puerto 
Rican music is known as selsa 


Ms George said she receives lots of feed- 


back — the phone ' rings constantly' after a 
broadcast People lend her albums requesting 
certain tunes usually a relative s favorite 


The repertoire for the program is one that 


avoids repetition During her months on the 
program, Ms George said ' I have yet to touch 
the same album twice ' 
Ms. George (ieft) and Ms. Cantu study albums as they plan which

Eggs push past $1 per dozen 


Hold on to your hats folks' Those 
economical' poultry products jumped in 


price again this month according to the 
Lincoln Star's monthly survey of 17 food 
items in thiee chain stores and one locally 
ownea store in Lincoln 


The cost of eggs was pushed to new 


heights this month, as the price of one 
dozen Grade A Large eggs stood at $1 02 at 
one surveyed store 


The average egg price for the four 


stores was 98 cents or three cents more 
than the 95-cent cost last month The 
current price also is 18 cents more than six 
months ago and a whopping 23 cents more 
than that charged two years ago 


Although the price of chicken remained 


below the per pound cost of other meat 
items surveyed, the over-all price of 
chicken rose 10 cents to 69 cents a pound 
during the past month Still, February's 
chicken price is only six cents more than 
six months ago and seven cents more than 
that recorded one vear ago 


Other food items increasing a few cents 


this month included the price of a 6"-2 
ounce can of tuna The current 77-cent 


price is six cents more than last month s 
and seven cents more than six months ago 
A look at the good old days of 1974 shows 
that tuna then was selling for 53 cents a 
can or 24 cents less than the current price 


Grpen beans also displayed a price in 


crease this month a 16-ounce can rose 
three cents to 36 cents However it should 
be noted that last month s 33-cent price 
was unusually low because of an adver- 
tised special of four cans for ?1 at one of 
the stores 


In spite of the increases shoppers fared 


prettv well at the grocery store this 
month This months average survey total 
of S14 02 is 2 yD or 35 cents less than last

1. You are declarer with the 


West hand at Six Diamonds and 
North leads the queen of clubs. 
How would you play the hand?

2. You are declarer with the

1. It would be wrong to try to 


avoid losing two spade tricks by 
banking all your hopes on one or 
t«o finesses in that suit. The 
odds strongly favor losing two

tricks by this method of play. 


You have a far better chance 


to establish an extra heart trick. 
Win the club, cash the ace of 
hearts, and cross to dummy 
with a trump. Play the jack of 
hearts and discard a spade if 
South follows low. 


Win the spade or club return, 


enter dummy with a trump, and 
lead the ten 
of hearts, dis- 


carding another spade if South 
follows low. This method of play 
succeeds if South was dealt 
either one or both missing heart 
honors. 


Of course, if South covers 


either heart lead from dummy, 
you ruff high. The odds are 
about 3 to 1 in your favor on this 
line of play. 


2. The problem is to untangle 


the clubs (which are blocked) 
and, at the same time, cater to 
the probability that North 


started with five diamonds to 
the A-Q. The best way to try to 
solve this problem is to over- 
take the jack of clubs with the 
king and play a diamond to your 
nine! 


If North cashes his diamonds, 


you simply discard a club from 
your hand on the fourth round, 
thus allowing you to run the 
suit. But if North sees through 
your scheme and shifts to a 
spade or a heart after winning 
the diamond nine with the 
queen, you simply put him back 
on lead with the king of 
diamonds. 


North still can't afford to run

Lancaster County district judges Thursday 


pave Lincoln and Lancaster County officials 90 
days for remodeling to provide improved jail 
cells for male juveniles. 


The announcement by Judge William 


Hastings came after a hearing in which only 
about a half hour of testimony was heard from 
three witnesses. 


Hastings, speaking for all five judges in 


Lancaster County District Court, had no objec- 
tion to the remodeling plan devised last week 
by local officials and told them to proceed. 


After considering several alternatives, 


local officials settled on a plan in which the 
police arms room and polygraph room will be 
remodeled into a four-bed juvenile cell and a 
private day room with television, books and 
other amenities. 


Presently juveniles are held in four-bed, 


eight by ten foot cells with solid doors. Unlike 
•other prisoners, they are not permitted to 
iteave their cells during the daytime to mingle 
;ki a larger day room. 
• i 
Under state'law juvenile prisoners must be 


•segregated from adult prisoners. 
; • 
Hastings said the remodeling plan would 


fie a solution "without great expenditure." But 
"he strongly hinted that local officials should 
begin planning for a new jail. 
••'. 
He read excerpts from a ruling by U.S. 


'Judge Robert Denney that closed a Douglas 
"County jail and told local officials assembled in 
-the courtroom that "this court does not intend 
-to wait for help from the federal court." 
."- 
"I say that only for future planning," 


-Hastings added. He told the officials that the 


present jail in the County-City Building 
probably would not have to be abandoned, but 
could be used as a temporary holding facility 
as long as it was not more punitive that the 
quarters housing sentenced prisoners. 


Hastings, flanked by Judge Dale Fahrn- 


bruch and Judge Herbert Ronin, said that the 
court's concern in the condition of juvenile 
cells stemmed from a time when a youth 
facing murder charges was held in the 
cramped cells for several months. 


He was obviously referring to Mark 


Goldsberry, 17, who was charged with the 
murder of 15-year-old Wendy Hile and was im- 
prisoned in the juvenile cells while awaiting 
trial. 
) 


Earlier in the hour-long proceedings, 


Hastings referred to the two male juvenile 
cells as "wholly inadequate and an 
abomination." 


But Hastings said the judges thought the 


situation for female juveniles was different 
because, although they were housed with adult 
women, their quarters were larger and more 
pleasant. The female juveniles also were 
allowed to use the day room and until recently 
the nurse's station was across the hall from the 
women's cells, Hastings said. 


In addition, he said, the number of female 


juveniles held in the jail is "insignifigant." 
Juveniles are housed in the Juvenile Attention 
Center, unless law enforcement officials 
decide the severity of their crime or violent 
behavior warrant holding them in jail. 


The only people testifying during the 


hearing were Police Chief George Hansen, 
Sheriff 
Merle Karnopp and County-City 


Building Administrator Don Porter.

Curtis said Cline told him the

tion of records and other 
technical matters concerning 
the Indians' decades-old claim 
to 11,500 acres of land at 
Blackbird Bend near Onawa, 
Iowa. 


Curtis said the BIA es- 


timates it will take another 
$100,000 to cover the remaining 
tribal expenses in the case. 
The lawmaker said he in- 
tervened because he wanted to 
see the Indians "have their day 
in court." 


The Indians contend the 


Iowa land is theirs on the basis 
of original boundaries of the 
Omaha Tribe's reservation as 
it was surveyed in the 1860s.

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Parks board decides voters 
should rule on Seacrest Pool

The question of whether half a million 


bucks should be spent to build Seacrest Pool in 
east Lincoln should be put to the voters, the 
Lincoln Parks and Recreation Board decided 
Thursday. 


For the past two years the board has tried 


to have the project included in the regular 
capital improvements budget, but has been un- 
successful. 


The pool was trimmed from the budget 


when the mayor and City Council sat down to 
determine what the city could afford. 


Parks board Chairman Clancy Woolman 


said, however, that the board still feels the 
pool is much wanted, justifying the new 
attempt to obtain funding through general 
obligation bonds. 


If approved, the bond issue would be put on 


the ballot and the city's voters would have the 
choice of whether they want to forget the pool 
or raise their taxes slightly to build it. 


The pool is by far the largest single item in 


$1.37 million capital improvements budget 
which will now go to the mayor and months 
later, sometime this summer, to the City Coun- 
cil, which makes the final decisions on such 
matters. 


The next biggest item in the budget is a list 


of improvements for Mahoney Park in 
northeast Lincoln. A total of $314,000 is slated 
to be spent fn the relatively new park if the 
parks board has its way. 


Scheduled improvements include paving 


the road and parking lots, building three 
lighted tennis courts, a picnic shelter, a con- 
cession and restrooms near the ball diamonds. 


Seventy-five per cent of the funding for the 


improvements in Mahoney should be covered 
by federal funding, according to Parks Direc- 
tor Don Smith. 


Out of the total $1.37 million requested for 


construction and building throughout the park 
system, $346,500 would be covered by the city's 
general tax fund, according to Smith. 


It is that tax fund which is in' the minds of 


City Council members during budget 
deliberations. In her austere budget predic- 
tions for the next six years, Mayor Helen 
Boosalis is suggesting lower capital improve- 
ment expenditures. 


For next year, the administration is 


pegging total capital construction spending 
from the general tax fund at $725,000. Smith 
said that traditionally the parks department 
has received 40% to 45% of that type of expen- 
diture. 


UNL 'Areas of Excellence' 
are evaluated on progress

Three of the University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln departments designated by the 
Legislature in 1974 as "Areas of Excellence" 
reported Thursday on their progress. 


Altogether six areas were chosen for ad- 


ditional funding, beginning in the fall of 1974, to 
achieve specific goals of excellence. 


Academically strong departments were 


chosen for funding to make them among the 
best in the country, explained Adam 
Breckenridge, Vice Chancellor for Academic 
Affairs. 


The areas include: animal science, 


chemistry, crop physiology, journalism, life 
sciences," and adult and continuing education. 


Thursday's progress reports from animal 


science, chemistry and journalism were 
presented together with evaluations from 
experts from other universities who have 
examined each department's use of the added 
funds. 


Dr. Irvin Omtvedt, animal science depart- 


ment chairman, reported that approximately 
S144.000 granted over the three-year program 
has been used to improve teaching, research 
and Extension activities in the swine section. 


Visiting evaluator Robert Bray, associate 


dean of agriculture at the University of 
Wisconsin, said he felt the choice of swine as 


the special area to emphasize here was a good 
one since Nebraska ranks sixth in the nation in 
swine production. 


Bray said the Nebraska swine industry will 


profit by the improvements in an already 
strong area of animal science. 


G. G. Meisels, chemistry department 


chairman, explained how Area of Excellence 
funds amounting to about $829,000 annually 
over the three years have been used to 
purchase new equipment, increase faculty and 
salaries and bring in visiting lecturers from 
throughout the world. 


The plum of the chemistry program was 


the purchase of a mass spectrometer data 
system which performs chemical analyses 
which "would be impossible to do otherwise," 
according to evaluator Stanley Tarbell of 
Vanderbilt University. 


Special funds for the journalism depart- 


ment were used to establish a graduate 
program, as mandated by the Legislature, and 
to keep quality of undergraduate programs 
high despite expanding enrollments, said Neale 
Copple, journalism school director. 


Evaluator Edward P. Bassett, of the 


school of journalism of the University of 
Southern California, said Nebraska's jour- 
nalism program needs increased funding for 
the next several years in order to keep up with 
growth,

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Persecution claimed 


Police miss 
connections 


in liquor law case

The owner of a recreation club testified Thursday he has 


been in a half dozen other clubs in Lincoln where liquor has been 
consumed. 


Vet. John Long said, only he has been arrested by Lincoln 


police and hauled into court for allowing members to drink 
liquor at his Golden Cue-Checkmate Club, at 1907 0 St. 


Long said he has either taken liquor to or has been served 


drinks at the Knights of Columbus Hall, the Nebraska National 
Guard Armory, the Welfare Society Hall and the Lincoln 
Duplicate Bridge Club. 


Additionally, Long said, he has been "widespread consump- 


tion of alcoholic beverages" by fans attending Big Red football 
games at Memorial Stadium. 


In all those places, Long said, people drank mixed drinks or 


beer and were not arrested even though the clubs and the 
stadium don't have liquor licenses. 


The hearing in Lancaster County Court is a prelude to court 


battles yet to come on charges that. Long is violating state 
liquor laws by allowing members of the Golden Cue-Checkmate 
Club to b.ring alcohol to his center. 


The purpose of Thursday's hearing was to discuss a request 


by the defense attorney to dismiss the charges against Long. At- 
torney Hal Anderson argued that the state law defining what 
constitutes being open to the public is unconstitutionally vague. 


Besides. Anderson charged. Long is being persecuted 


because only he has been charged. 


Deputy County Atty. Bob Gibson has charged that Long is 


violating the law because he does not have a liquor license, yet 
he allows people to drink at the Golden Cue. 


Long argues that patrons must be members of the club, a 


statement questioned by Gibson who said just about anyone can 
walk in. sign a piece of paper and become a member. 


Long's testimony Thursday was apparently aimed at 


proving that authorities are not enforcing the liquor laws equal- 
ly- To support that contention, Anderson noted that Long is the 
first person to be prosecuted for the offense in at least eight 
years. Gibson acknowledged that he doesn't think anyone else 
has been charged in county court during that time. As a result. 
Anderson told -County Judge Jeffre Cheuvront, that Long is 
being singled out. 
( 
"The prosecutors and police are aware of this fact." he 


said, "and saw fit not to prosecute other persons." 


Long also has been charged in Municipal Court for failing to 


have his pinball machines properly licensed. District Court 
Judge Herbert Ronin also has issued a temporary injunction 
against John and his wife Marilyn, barring them from allowing 
people to bring liquor into their club. 


Judge Cheuvront continued the hearing until Friday on the 


motion to dismiss the liquor related charge.

Nebraska's "stalling, slowdown, let-the-air-out-of-the- 
ball offense" scored more points than any other team in the 
league while winning its third straight game. 


Those quotes, describing the Nebraska offense, are the 


most often used words by the barrage of letter writers, who 
have been bombarding me lately with regard to the Huskers' 
"lack of entertaining, exciting basketball." 


We — Mark Gordon, Dave Sittler and I. as those on the staff 


who have been covering the NU basketball scene — have been 
equally criticized for "protecting" Cornhusker coach Joe 
Cipriano for failing to report this "consensus" opinion of Big 
Red fans. 


One letter was especially well written and thoughtfully 


composed. So, to make sure this space is an open forum which 
presents both sides of any issue, we published that letter 
Wednesday morning. 


What happened that night? Missouri, the only conference 


club in the nation's top 20, managed just 63 points while losing. 
Oklahoma, which beat Mizzou, totaled 66. 


(And it is the Sooners which most of the letter writers have 


been holding up as a model of what can happen when a new 
coach comes on the scene to provide more exciting, wide open 
play.) 


Offensive teams 


The Kansas schools have always been considered two of the 


loop's best offensive teams. They both won Wednesday night. K- 
State breezed to an easy victory over Iowa State by scoring 70 
points. The Jayhawks needed a tipin at the final buzzer to edge 
Oklahoma State, 60-58. 


Meanwhile, Nebraska's oft-maligned offense came up with 


73 points whil beating Colorado by 11 in the crackerbox gym at 
Boulder, where the homecourt advantage is especially tough to 
overcome. 


Despite a 40-point performance by K-State's Mike Evans at 


Boulder a couple of weeks ago, Colorado beat the Wildcats in 
that cramped arena. 


At the end of the column in which the letter was published 


Wednesday, I promised an analysis of the situation, presented 
in "what we hope is an unbiased, unprotecting view." 


Before I can even write such a statement, one letter arrives 


(unsigned) suggesting that Gordon, Sittler and ! quit and let 
Jack Wood, Wednesday's letter writer, handle the Husker 
basketball coverage for the rest of the season. 


Another, from Bob Sparek, hopes I won't "tear apart Mr. 


Wood's letter." 


I won't. Mr. Wood had some valid points. 
But, hopefully without sounding too "protective," there are 


a couple of points the critics are overlooking. 


First is the fact that the Huskers are currently just one 


game out of first place. Secondly, without maligning the NU 
squad members, they are winning with players — who if 
matched against most of the other teams in the league on an in- 
dividual, man-for-man basis — are not equal in talent. 


That means just one thing. They have won the last three in a 


row. not on individual, one-on-one play, but as a team. 


Cipriano insists — and I think we have to "buy" his 


reasoning — that the type of players he has on his squad dictates 
a deliberate, disciplined offensive style of play. 


You may not like that style, because it lacks excitement 


and entertainment. But, if with this current squad, Cip were to 
install a "run and gun" style, Nebraska would still be scoring 
60-70 points, but the opposition would likely have 100. 


Better to win, or be close enough to the opponent to have a 


chance to do so, I'd guess, than provide excitement and enter- 
tainment and lose by 20. 
Legitimate question 


The legitimate question most letter writers are asking is: 


Why can't we have both — winning basketball that is also wide- 
open, exciting and entertaining? 


That brings us to the one point where the coaches can be 


faulted — the apparent inability to recruit the wide-open. 
offensive-minded player, or at least enough of them to 
transform the team to that style of play. 


Very few "super shooters,'' the kids with great one-on-one 


abilities, are likely to want to come to Nebraska for fear they'll 
have to adapt to a "system" style of play. 


Yet, you can't change the "system" (and hope to win) 


without recruiting three or four of that type of player in one 
year. 


Recruiting is the name of the game in college athletics. And 


therein lies the" real crux of the problem. 


Creighton in easy victory

not been deprived of playing in 
the major leagues," a commit- 
tee spokesman said. "We are 
satisfied that mission has been 
accomplished "

League Committee were such 
former black stars as Satchel 
Paige, Josh Gibson, Buck

Lewis said 
Devaney had contributed more 
to sports in Nebraska than any 
other person and deserved the 
recognition. 


Omaha Sen. Ernest Cham- 


bers had said it might be ap- 
propriate to name the building 
for former state Sen. Tern- 
Carpenter, who Chambers said 
led the drive to fund the new 
facility. 


The bill was supported by the 


university Board of Regents, 
and by Charles Mancuso of 
Omaha, representing the Ne- 
braska football Hall of Fame.

Foundation provides Roskens 
with a chauffeur and 1977 car

Every morning and every evening a young 


Omaha man slides behind the wheel of a dark 
blue 1977 Oldsmobile for the one-hour trip 
between Omaha and Lincoln. 


While he drives, Ronald Roskens, Interim 


president of the University of Nebraska, rides 
and works. 


This chauffering arrangement uses no tax 


money. The car and the driver are supplied by 
the University Foundation. 


The car is nothing new. Former University 


President D.B. Varner also has use of a foun- 
dation supplied automobile. 


However, the driver is a new and a tem- 


porary position, begun since Roskens started 
his interim job, said Harry Haynie president of 
the foundation. 


The young man, Paul Lerner, has the title 


of administrative assistant. According to 
Haynie, he works not only for Roskens, but also 
for Haynie and Varner, now executive director 
of the foundation. 


Lerner's jobs, Haynie said, includes 


reading legislative bills and advising the presi- 
dent, editing a news letter and doing other 
work for the president's advisory council, and 
delivering documents to attorney's offices for 
Haynie. 


But Haynie admits that one of the primary 


reasons for creating the new position was the 
Omaha to Lincoln, and back, drive. 


"He (Roskens) is a busy man. He receives 


a lot of mail. And he uses the time riding back 
and forth to read," said Haynie. 


Roskens was chancellor of the Omaha 


campus until his appointment as interim presi- 
dent Jan. 1. Since the appointment is to be tem- 
porary, Roskens did not move his family from 
Omaha to Lincoln. 


Roskens said the driver is "a great boon to 


me. It does enable me to work two more hours 
a day.'' 


Haynie refused to disclose Lerner's salary. 
"We (the foundation) don't do that. It's not 


that we're trying to hide anything," said 
Haynie. But he fears that giving one person's 
salary might set a precedent for having to 
make public other foundation employe 
salaries.

Stores shorten hours to save energy

Two supermarket chains Thursday 


announced plans to cut back hours in 
their Lincoln stores and voiced hopes 
that other grocery store owners and 
managers in the city would follow suit. 


In addition, one Lincoln retail store, 


Ben Simon & Sons, announced 
shortened hours for both its downtown 
and Gateway Shopping Center outlets. 


Other Lincoln merchants contacted 


by The Star said no decisions regarding 
shortened hours have been made. 


Beginning Monday, Lincoln's five 


Hinky Dinky stores will close at 7 p.m. 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, and at 4 p.m. Sundays. 


Safeway official Elmer Harder of 


Omaha announced Thursday that of the 
eight Safeway stores in Lincoln," six 
have been closing at 9 instead of 10 p.m. 


And again beginning Monday, the 


downtown Ben Simon store will open at 
11 a.m. Monday through Friday, and 
will be closed Thursday evenings. The 
Gateway store will open at noon Mon- 
day through Friday, and will close at 
5:30 p.m. Tuesdays and Thursdays. 


"These shortened store hours will be 


in effect through February, and longer 
if necessary," said Bob Simon, store 
president. 


"We're really trying to make a con- 


certed effort to conserve energy," said 
Allan Noddle of Omaha, a Hinky Dinky 
vice president. 


How long the cutback remains in 


effect in Lincoln, Noddle said, will de- 
pend mostly on what Hinky Dinky's 
competition does. 


Safeway is also watching its competi- 


tion, Harder said, hoping the all-night 
stores and those open until midnight in 


Lincoln "will take some action." 


H a r d e r also m e n t i o n e d t h a t 


Safeway's 14 stores in Omaha will close 
at 8 p.m. on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays, beginning next week. 
Harder added. 


Although other Lincoln grocery- 


stores are keeping an eye on the situa- 
tion, most have net yet decided to cut 
back hours. 


Duane Hutson, independent owner of 


the Belmont and K-Mart Jack and Jill 
stores, said he has not decided whether 
to continue to keep the two super- 
markets open 24 hours a day. seven 
days a week. 


Bob Goodwin, division manager of 


Nebraska Jack and Jill stores east of 
York, said these grocery stores are 
conserving energy by lowering store 
thermostats to 60 degrees and covering 
refrigeration cases. 


The Meadow Lane Jack and Jill 


store, which is open from 8 a.m. to mid- 
night seven days a week, would be 
among the stores affected by a decision 
to cut back company store hours. 


B & R IGA, which is open 24 hours 


seven days a week, will maintain its 
current hours, according to owner 
Hussell Haybould. 


"You really can't save energy in a 


grocery store," Raybould said, 
"because the refrigeration units have 
to be kept going all the time." 


When contacted, ?.*synard Crammer, 


owner of the Mr. B IGA stores in Lin- 
coln, would not comment on whether or 
not shortened store hours were being 
contemplated. 


Gateway manager Bill Becker said 


he knows of no united effort by 
Gateway merchants to close their 
shops early. 


FDR's 'chats' top Carter's in drama

After President jimmy Carter's first 


fireside chat Wednesday night, the 
"experts" analyzed it. Some even com- 
pared it with the original radio talks by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


But most of those young 


whippersnappers weren't around to 
listen to FDR, or if they were, they 
were too young to understand much of 
what he said. 


So The Star decided to ask some peo- 


ple, who still remember "way back 
when" when FDR chatted with 
America, how Carter measured up. 


Albin Anderson, a history professor 


at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 


said that of the two he thinks Roosevelt 
was more dramatic, but that times 
were graver then. 


"In the days of Roosevelt, you 


needed it (the chat) badly to pick up 
your spirits," Anderson said. "Now you 
need it to assure you there's someone 
in the White House working for you." 


Roosevelt came to the office and in- 


stituted some sweeping changes, 
Anderson recalled. In the midst of the 
economic depression, FDR's con- 
fidence thrilled the people, he added. 


"Carter is playing a more quiet 


role," he said. "He showed more quiet 
confidence." 


George Round, an agriculture com- 


munications professor, said he found 


Carter's chat "low key" compared 
with Roosevelt's, although both were 
informal. 


"Roosevelt obviously was a master 


of these things." Round said, adding 
that he thinks FDR was more eloquent 
in his delivery. 


Bert Evans, UNL associate professor 


of economics, said he thinks the 
problems for Carter are 
different, 


more difficult. 


"Roosevelt had an enemy he could 


point to," Evans said. The country had 
a direction, either against the depres- 
sion or Nazi Germany. 


"Carter's problems are more com- 


plex, less tangible," he continued. 
There's no one thing he can point to, 


and no easy solution to the country's 
problems, Evans believes. 


Sen. John Savage of Omaha said he 


thinks FDR was a little smoother, a lit- 
tle more sincere in his fireside chats. 


Although the registered Republican 


said he wasn't as impressed by 
Carter's talk, "I thought he did a 
beautiful job. Maybe he needs more 
experience." 


The country was in pretty bad shape 


when FDR took over, Savage recalled. 
"But you could see the sunrise after he 
got going." 


Savage said he doesn't want to take 


anything away from Carter, but he 
doesn't think the country faces the 
same level of danger today. 


Concordia president Janzow to resign

When making this announce-

Dr. Janzow said, "My 14 years 
in this office have been an 
exciting adventure in Christian 
higher education." 


Dr. Janzow said that the 


college is. confronted with 
great challenges of enrollment 
buildup, a major library finan- 
cing campaign, and greater 
general support from the con- 
stituency of the school. 


He said that a doctrinal con- 


troversy within 
the synod 


which owns and operates the 
school has prevented the 
necessary mutual trust and 
cooperation between himself, 


the school's board of control, 
the faculty and the college's 
constituency. 


Concordia is owned and 


operated by the Lutheran 
Church — Missouri Synod. 


Dr. Janzow, 58, will ask for a 


sabbatical leave to allow the 
immediate appointment of an 
acting president. 


"In the coming weeks I 


would expect that steps 
leading to the appointment of a 


new president will be initiated 
quickly," he said. "I trust that 
a new leader will bring new 
spirit and new strength." 


During Dr. Janzow's term of 


office, the college has added a 
graduate program and a 
liberal arts degree. Before, 
Concordia had been only a 
teachers college. Several new 
buildings also have been added 
to the campus during Dr. Jan- 
zow's term. 


Bill would restrain 'Red Baron' coyote hunter

Lincoln (AP) — The "Red Baron" of 


coyote hunting and the coyote's plight 
concerned state senators on the 
Constitutional Revision and Recreation 
Committee Thursday. 


The Unicameral panel took 


testimony on LB216, which would 
regulate coyote hunting from air- 
planes, and LB153, a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment on senatorial 
pay that includes a new twist. Both 
bills were held for later action. 


Milo Freeman of North -Platte 


testified one man from his area using 


an airplane "don't get permission from 
nobody; and he slaughters coyotes just 
for the pelts and their worth." 


Freeman, testifying on the bill 


offered by Columbus Sen. Donald 
Dworak and Coleridge Sen. Elroy 
Hefner, gave strong endorsement to 
the measure even though he wanted 
airplane hunting of coyotes stopped 
altogether. 


The bill requires a permit and per- 


mission from affected landowners 
before coyote hunting can be done from 
a plane. It calls for boosting the fine for 
violations from $5 now to between ?!,- 


000 and $5,000, six months in jail, or 
both. 


The only opponent to the bill was 


Hans Jensen of Aurora, a former state 
senator, who said coyotes kill sheep 
and rabbits. 


Lincoln Sen. Wally Bareett dubbed 


the unnamed North Platte area man 
talked of by Freeman as the "Red 
Baron" of coyote hunting. Freeman 
had testified it was tough to build a 
case against the man because only a $5 
fine is involved currently. 


Omaha Sen. Tom Fitzgerald had a 


facetious amnedment prepared as 
though he intended to offer it. The 


amendment read: 


"One parachute jumper shall be 


required to bail out to confirm the kill 
of a coyote. For the purpose of iden- 
tification, such aircraft shall have a 
Red Baron insignia placed on the mid- 
point rear stabilizer." 


Freeman had testified the airplane 


hunter causing problems in his area 
covered his aircraft's numbers to avoid 
detection. 


Dworak told the committee his bill 


was a compromise, worked out so peo- 
ple could go on hunting the predators 
from the air. but not without permis- 
sion from the landowners involved.

Uncoln Sen. Wally Barnett. current Judiciary Committee 


chairman, offered a two-week delay suggestion that proved to 
be the compromise solution. 


Luedtke, who had announced the Unicameral would skip 


meeting in regular session Friday while committees worked all 
morning and afternoon, intended to begin the criminal code 
debate Monday when morning sessions start in full swing. 


To date, the Unicameral has met in session only an hour 


each morning. 


In other floor action, legislators approved several guber- 


natorial appointments that included Welfare Director Eldin 
Ehrlich. Insurance Department Director Bern Balka and Fire 
Marshal Paul Sarnecki. 


Vote on the appointments was 38-1 with Omaha Sen. Glenn 


Goodrich dissenting. 


No questions were raised on the floor about Ehrlich s ap- 


pointment, though there were questions about whether he met 
statutory qualification requirements wben he appeared for 
screening before the Committee on committees earlier.

Limiting building 
heights supported

' Lincoln City Council Chairman Max Denney Thursday said 


the City of Lincoln supports a bill to statutorially limit the 
heights of buildings around the State capital. 


Utica Sen. Douglas Bereuter introduced the bill, LB172. 


that would limit the height cf buildings in two-block-wide cor- 
ridors leading to the Capitol. 


The bill would also allow joint improvement of the capitol 


environs by cooperative city, state and Lancaster County ac- 
tion. 


Bereuter told the Government. Military' and Veterans Af- 


fairs Committee the bill would make state law the restrictions 
imposed by the Lincoln City Council last September. 


The bill was advanced to the floor of the Legislature, along 


with an amendment specifying that the limitation includes state 
government structures. 


Bereuter said the Capitol is one of the architectural master- 


piect • of the world and its dominant stature in the area should 
be maintained. 


For that purpose, the bill contains three different restric- 


tions on building heights in the capitol area. 


The corridor south from one to seven blocks away would 


have a •55-foot restriction. The restriction would be 57 feet for an 
area one block in each direction from the Statehouse. 


A 75-foot limit would apply to the area outside that 


previously noted west three blocks to the Lincoln-Lancaster 
County-City Building. 


The bill also allows the city to restrict new buildings to 


lower heights if it chooses. 


Bereu'eV said the capitol's dominance is such that it can be 


seen nearly 50 miles away in Sidney, Iowa, under some at- 
mospheric conditions. 


That dominance. Bereuter said, should be preserved within 


the capitol's immediate area. 


Only one witness spoke against the bill, J L McMaster. a 


Lincoln' realtor, said he had planned for 13 years a 12-story 
j.rofessi.Tual office and apartment building about two biwfcs 
we5t df the capitol. 


Those plans were stopped by the city restrictions imposed 


last fall.
